interest rate ceilings on regular savings above the 514 per-

“We feel we owe something to our customers who put 
those dollars into our care... and that’s why we're fighting 
so hard to get those interest rate ceilings lifted. Five-and-a- 
quarter percent just isn’t enough in these inflationary

The new regulations, raising interest on regular savings 
by orily 0.25 percent, “really don’t do much for the small 
saver,” according to Casco ads. rena ee 
Even under the revised laws, people with less than $10,- 
000 are limited to interest of 514 percent or, at most, 51% 
percent, unless they want to tie up theif money for one or 
two years or longer.
